FROM GRANT'S ARMY. 


Washington, April 5.—The latest offi- 


cial from Grant is to yesterday noon. The 
remnant of Leo's army north of the Appo- 
mattoi is apparently making for Lynch- 
burg. Sheridan's cavalry ia in close pur- 
suit. Grant has captured so far, 25,000 
prisoners. 


New York, April 4.—An Army of the 


Potomac correspondent says that in the 
great conflict -which took place before Pe- 
tersburg, Sheridan's generalship will take 
rank with anything on record. It appears 
tkat Grant wos_ not satisfied with the day's 
business on Friday, and placed Sheridan 
in supreme command of the whole of War- 
ren's corps and all the cavalry. Sheridan 
at once dismounted a pgrtion of his caval- 
ry in front of tho rebels, and gradually 
pressed them back into their works under 
the most desperate and terrible fighting of 
the war. 
While this was being done slow- 


ly by order, Sheridan set about forming 
the infantry, showing the same genius in 
infantry tactics that he has in cavalry. 
It was a marvel to see so paltry a force of 
cavalry press back a herd in check, 
of 
10,000 
rebel 
infantry. 
Still 


they did it, and iu such a manner as to 
completely hide the movement of our in- 
fantry. They were driven back, stop by 
step, into their works. Then the signal 
was given, and the infantry closed on the 
works like a hugo barn door. Then the 
rebels saw their situation but did, not ap- 
preciate how desperate were their circum- 
stances. They fell back to the left, only 
to see four closed lines of battle waiting to 
drive them across the field_. At the right, 
horsemen charged them in their va.in at- 
tempt to fight out, and in their rear, foot 
and oayalry began to assemble.

They made a 
most desperate assault, standing up man- 
fully against discharges of grape- nnd 
canister and withering vollies of musketry, 
but it was to no purpose. Four times du- 
ring the day did they attempt to retake 
this important position, losing heavily each 
time. It was in one of these assaults that 
the rebel Gen. A. P. IJill lost his life 
seeking in person to lead his men up to the 
works.

rear and coming down both upon the rear 
and flank, it was evident that Petersburg 
was lost to the rebellion.
